The United States destroyer Smith was fired upon by a German sub­ 
marine at .‘1:30 a. m. today, the navy department announced. The torpedo 
missed its mark by thirty yards. 
The Smith gave chase but the enemy 
ship escaped. News of the first engagement was conveyed in a message to 
the Fire Island light ship. 
The submarine’s efforts to sink the destroyer was the first definite 
evidence of the rumors that a German submarine was off the American 
coast.

The fact that the Fire Island light ship conveyed the original informa­ 
tion led to the belief that the submarine was not far distant from New 
York City, inasmuch as the light ship is only 35 miles beyond Sandy Hook, 
the outer portal of the New York harbor. 
The report indicated that the submarine was hovering off the coast 
midway between Atlantic City and Ashbury Park and a short distance 
from New York. 
The submarine may have come across the Atlantic to make its first 
stroke or in

base in Mexico. 
One of the numerous reports of submarines off United States shores 
has been that a group of them were harbored in Mexican waters ready to 
make a spectacular raid on sojne American port.

Display Flafl Properly. 
Since the nation has gone to war 
with Germany and is now at it in 
earnest, the people of 
the 
United 
States arc learning a lot about Old 
Glory, the flag which they now are 
beginning to realize 
means 
much 
more than it ever did in the present 
generation. 
Among the things they 
are learning is that there has long 
been a code of rules for displaying 
and using the flag which have been 
carelessly and frequently broken. 
Displaying the flag is the impulse 
of the day and since we are 
dis­ 
playing it, 
we 
should 
display 
it 
properly. The flag should 
not 
be 
hoifcted before sunrise nor allowed 
up after sunset. In the 
navy 
the 
colors are hoisted, in ordinary cir­ 
cumstances, at eight a. ra. 
At “Morning and Evening Colors” 
at forts and military posts civilian 
spectators should stand at 
atten­ 
tion and uncover during the playing 
of “The Star Spangled Banner.’’ 
The flag should never be allowed 
to touch the ground and should nev­ 
er be raised or lowered by any me­ 
chanical appliance. 
When the National and 
State or 
other flags are flown together 
the 
National flag should be on the right 
side of the building or lawn. 
When the flag is used as a ban­ 
ner, that is, suspended on a 
rope 
across a street, the union, or 
field, 
should fly to the north 
in 
streets 
running east and west and 
to 
the 
east in streets running north 
and 
south. 
The flag should always be flown 
from a staff or a mast and should 
not be fastened to the 
side 
of 
a 
building, platform or scaffolding. In 
no circumstances should the flag he 
draped around pillars, or 
against 
walls or malustrades. 
Flags 
were 
made originally for the purpose of 
being flown and to use them in any 
other manner is to misuse them. 
If 
staple decorations are desired, red, 
white and blue 
hunting 
properly 
draped will give a better effect than 
a draped flag. 
The flag should never be used as 
a cover over a table, desk or box, 
or where anything can be 
placed 
upon it. 
When the flags are used 
in an 
unveiling of a statute or monument 
they should not be allowed to fall 
to the ground, hut should be carried 
aloft to wave out, forming a distinc­ 


tive feature during the remainder of 
the ceremony. 
When the flag is flown 
at 
half 
staff as a sign of mourning it should 
be hoisted to full staff at the end of 
the funeral. 
To fly a flag at half staff it must 
first be raised to full staff and then 
lowered. 
On Memorial Day the flag should 
fly at half staff from 
sunrise 
to 
noon and full staff from noon 
to 
sunset.

against America — and it missed its mark. 


The United States destroyer Smith was fired upon by a German sub- 


marine at 3:30 a. in. today, the navy department announced. The torpedo 
missed its mark by thirty ynrds. The Smith gave chase 'but the enemy 
ship escaped. News of the first engagement was conveyed in a message to 
the Fire Island light ship. 


The submarine's efforts to sink the destroyer was the first definite 


evidence of the rumors that a German submarine was off the American 
coast.

The fact that the Fire Island light ship conveyed the original informa- 


tion led to the belief that the submarine was not far distant from New 
York City, inasmuch as the light ship is only 35 miles beyond Sandy Hook, 
the outer portal of the New York harbor.

Display Flag Properly. 


Since the nation has gone to war 


with Germany and is now at it in 
earnest, the people of 
the 
tfaiteci 


States arc learning a lot about Old 
Glory, the flag which they now are 
beginning to realize means 
much 


more than it ever did in the present 
generation. 
Among the things they 


are learning is that there has long 
been a code of rules for displaying 
and' using the flag which have been 
carelessly and frequently broken. 


Displaying the flag is the impulse 


of ihc day and since we are dis- 
playing il, we should display 
it 


properly. The flag should not 
be 


hoifcied before sunrise nor allowed 
up after suris'et. In "the 
navy the 


colors lire hoisted, in ordinary cir- 
cumstances, at eight a. m. 


At "Morning and Evening Colors" 


at .forts and military posts civilian 
spectators should stand at 
atten- 


tion and uncover during the playing 
of "The Star Spangled Banner." 


The flag should never be allowed 


to touch the ground and should nev- 
er be raised or lowered by any me- 
chanical appliance. 


When the National and State or 


other flags are flown together 
the 


National flag should be on the rignl 
side of the building or lawn. 


When the flag is used as a ban- 


ner, that is, suspended on a 
rope 


across a street, the union, or Held, 
should fly to the north in 
streets 


running cast and west and to the 
east in streets running north 
and 


south. 


The flag should always be flown 


from a staff or a mast and should 
not be fastened to the side of a 
building, platform or scaffolding. In 
no circumstances should the flag be 
draped around pillars, or 
against 


walls or malusfrades. Flags were 
made originally for the .purpose of 
being flown and to use them in any 
other manner is to misuse them. If 
staple decorations are desired, red, 
white and blue bunting 
properly 


draped will give a better effect than 
a draped flag. 


The flag should never be used as 


A cover over a table, desk or- box, 
or where anything can be 
placed 


upon it. . 


•When the flags are used ' in an 


unveiling of a statute or monument 
they should not be allowed to fall 
to the ground, but should be carried 
aloft to wave out, forming a distiric- 


live feature during the remainder of 
the ceremony. 


When the flag is flown at half 


staff as a sign of mourning it should 
be hoisted to full staff at the end of 
the funeral. 
' 


To fly a flag at half staff it must 


first be raised to full staff and then 
lowered. 


On Memorial Day the flag should 


fly at half staff from 
sunrise 
to 


noon and full staff from noon 
to 


sunset. 


The following are the days when 


the flag should be displayed: Lin- 
coln's . Birthday, Feb. 12; Washing- 
ton's Birthday, Feb. 22; Inaugura-
